2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The present invention relates to extracellular superoxide dismutase (EC-SOD) fusion proteins and 
compositions comprising such fusion proteins. The fusion proteins can be used in a variety of applications, 
including the design of anti-aging cosmetics or the treatment of skin diseases.

1. Novelty 

D1 describes the enhanced penetration efficiency of Cu,Zn-superoxide dismutase (Cu,Zn-SOD) fused with 
a gene fragment that encodes the 9 amino acids Tat protein transduction domain (RKKRRQRRR) of HIV-1 
and lysine rich peptide (KKKKKKKKK) in a bacterial expression vector in order to produce a genetic in- 
frame Tat-SOD and 9Lys-SOD fusion protein. D2 relates to EC-SOD variants and the use thereof for the 
purpose of therapeutic treatment. The extracellular superoxide dismutase (EC-SOD) and the extracellular 
superoxide dismutase (EC-SOD) fused with a gene fragment that encodes the Tat protein transduction 
domain of HIV-1 and lysine rich peptide are not disclosed in any of the prior art. Therefore, the subject- 
matter of claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-19 is considered to be novel under PCT Article 33(2). 

2. Inventive Step 

The present invention provides a extracellular superoxide dismutase (EC-SOD), fusion proteins thereof, and 
compositions comprising such fusion proteins. D1 and D2 disclose the Cu,Zn-SOD and fusion proteins 
thereof as well as the use for therapeutic treatment of Cu,Zn-SOD and EC SOD variants. However, the 
present invention shows a difference in the type of SOD as compared with D1 and D2. The objects of D1 
and D2 are different from that of the present invention in that D1and D2 are to provide a different SOD type. 
The prior arts do not teach or suggest the expression of EC-SOD mRNA in dermal layer to protect the 
dermal connective tissue from reative oxygen species. The special effect that comes with the construction 
of the present invention is recognized to be unforeseen from prior arts. Therefore, the subject-matter of 
claims 1-6. 8-13, 15-19 is considered to involve an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3). 

3. Industrial Applicability 

The subject-matter of claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-19 is considered to be industrially applicable under PCT Article
